benefits to the region, jobs created, matching funds, etc.). 

 
The project summary should also highlight:  
-- What the project/program does and who it serves; 
-- Why this program is important to the community; 
-- Any unique features of the project, needs that are not already being met;  
-- List any partners who are part of the project; 
-- Specifically how the grant money will be used.
